PRISON-REFTORM. 


— — 


M’°CARTHY. 

To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cutcago, June 30.—There is no class of men in 
the World so Independent of critics as the man- 
agers of prisone. Nagoytsider can invade the scene 
of their misdeeds, if they are guilty of any, ex- 
cept by their permission. The Grand Jury, ft is 
the, has the right to visit jails, but it t& 
the easiest thing in the world to predict their 
coming, apd te conceal all traces of bad 
management until they are out of the way 
again. The prisoners may give information, but 
they are generally persond who wil) got end opght 
not to be telleved. So the prison ny may 
safely defy the world to prove anything on him. 
And if any one is 60 rash as to attack his manage- 
ment, he comforts bimself with the hope that his 
critic will some day de an inmate of bis prison, 
when de will show hia whether anything goes 
wrong there. 

in what I am going to eay, therefore, in this com- 
munication, lL wish it to be distinetly understood 
that I derive all my information from the cem- 
plaints of the vrisonere. Some of my informants 
are my Clients, and I have 4 right--nay, it is my 
sacred duty—to speak for them when they cannot 
speak for themselves. Some of my inform- 
ante @fe persons who have been prison- 
era, and have heen uitted, and 
set at liberty. All of my informants have 
been prisoners on suspicion merely, and none of 
them have been convicted of eme. I mention 
this in order that my statements may ge for what 
they are wortu and no more. It is, not to my in- 
terest nor to my taste to give offense to the public 
Officerson the North And God is my 
judge, Ihave no personal feelings — 4 any of 
them, and am moved umply bya love of justice. 
and a love of my fellow-men in misfortune and 
even ip guilt. . 

Now, then, what 1 learn from the sources in- 
dicated of the condition of people imprisoned in 
the Cook County Jail on suspicion of crime (I have 
no time to waste on Convicts) ie as follows: lam 
told that the diet consists of bread, potatoes, meat, 
and soup; thatthe soup te revolting, and is gen- 
erally poured down the sink at once; that the meat 
received at a meal is about as large as & man's two 
fingers, and is sometimes a mere bilovd-ciot 
well advanted in decomposition, and often 
emielis so badly that no human being 
could force it duwn hie throat; and that even the 
breaa is sometimes so bad that it js offensive to the 
smell. No prisoner who can get food from outside 
ever touches the jail food. The prisoners say that 
whenever the Grand Jury visits the jail they get a 
good dinner, and that the very next meal after its 
— — is a8 revolting as t served a week 
before ite visit. I know of no‘way to either verify 
or dieprove these representations. They ap- 
peageo made in good faith, and the emaciated 
appearance of my clients goes verysfar 
towards e confirmation. If they are true, then I 
must say that no punishmen* could be too severe 
forthe responsible parties. Thirty-five cents a 
day could not be expended on such diet; and that 
is what the county pays the Sheriff for it. 

1 am informed that there ina water-closet in 
every cell in our jail; that these water-closete and 
the sewers gonnected with them are opt of order; 
that on the tuop-fleor the water has not run in 
these water-closets for ten weeks; and that conse- 
wentiy the stench in the cells is perfectly in- 

nal. boti. to the nose and tothe tungs. One of 
my clients said it produced a swelllng of the 
throat, a choking sensation: another told me 
that he kept the pillow from his bed etaffed int: 
his water-closet all the time to save himself from 
the poisonous stench; and a prisoner who was 
lately ultted told me that in his ca-e it brought 
on a severe spell of typhoid fever. Ihave it from 
one who has never been Into a cell, bat who is 
often in front of them, that even there the atmos- 
phere is almoet deadly. 

1 am told that it is with the greatest difficulty 
that @ prisoner can get a bath, One prisoner, who 
has been in the jail three montha, told me that in 
all that time he was abie to get only one bath; and 

ef Who was there for six months, 

then acquitted, told me that in 

time he did not and conid not 

get a single bath. I have been told that this 

produces fever and other sickness, and that in con- 

sequence of this enforved filthiness the bedding in 

thecelia, as might be expected, is horribly ver- 
minous. . 

I am told that there is no, effort made 
to give prisoners exercise ; some of the 
worst characters inthe jailare allowed to go out 
of their cells and walk around freely; bat 
that the rest of the prisoners are only let ot for a 
few minutes on the two visiting days of the week 
and locked in their cells the rest of the time. 1 
have had one client who was discharged for want 
of n 1. and whe had been so 
closely confi that his lege would hardly sapport 
the welght of his body. And I have seen 
numbers of prisoners who lost flesh and lost 
heart and hope daily and visibly as 
this dreadful confinement progressed, One pris- 
oner, afterwards acquitted, tot me that in six 
months he was never let out of his cell a moment 
for éxercise. 

Jam told that men who are in this jail merely on 
suspicion are put to mental and degrading labor, 
and compelled to serabd the floors of the celle. I 
| am told that this is one of a number of reg 
ulations which are enforced in the jail, 
but which are not printed or published in any way 
to the prisopers, and which they learn of only by 
being punished for infractions. One of my in- 
nts, not 4 convict, was locked up in a dun- 
er twenty-four hours until he would scrub 
i. And I am told that other prisoners, for 

these prison rules, have been locked in 
eon, and ducked with the water-hose, and 

r thumbs tied to the ceiling. Could con- 
victs at Joliet be treated more inhumanly! 

A worst of all. I have heard rumors from re- 
spectable sources about the management of the 
female department of the jail, which I cannot 
prove te de trae, and therefore will not repeat in 
detail, but which I do not hesitate to say call for a 
faithful and searching inquiry. If they are true, 
then there is indeed great need of a thorough re- 
form in the Cook County Jail. 

One thing I know from actual observation and 
experience, and that is, that some of the officials 
in our Jail are disobiging, insulting, and lazy. 
Their duties, if well performed, must be laborious 
and me, and they have a great deal to annoy 
hem put them out of temper. But, 
if they do not like the position, there are 
aplenty of people who would. It is a common 
thing to see some of them sitting around picking 
their teeth or smoking cigars, while some convict. 
to whom they have imtrasted the * of the in- 
stitution instead of keeping him in his cell, does 
their work. And I must y that the only realty 
polite, efficient, and accommodating turnkey in 
the jail is Piper, a convict (unjustly, I think), 
who carres the keys and lorus it over the innocent 
men in the cells. Vith the clerk and jdoorkve per 
no fault can be found. 

if now this account uf the Cook, County Jail be 
true, | think every humene man in the ¢om- 

will agree with e in the opinion 
the authorities will not or can- 
not. reform it, then. the citizens should 
go over to the North Side where it is, and 
blow it up, or pull it down. For it is infinitely 
better that erime should eo — unpunisnhed 
than that innocent men women, and children should 
be shut up and tortured in such a hell-hole, with- 
out hope of relief. ‘ Mrs. McGowan wants a Chapel 
built in it.

If the Sultan and ‘his 
advisers should attempt a change in earnest, 
a revolution of the Moslem masses under 
the fanatical Softas would dethrone them. 
Nothing can pave the way to improvement 
but such a thorough defeat of the Turkish 
armies as shall convince the people, as well 
as their rulers, chat the knell of Mohammed- 
anism has struck, in political respects, and 
that there must be a divorcee of that re- 
ligion from the States Utter humiliation 
must precede reconstruction of the Govorn- 
ment.

ture goes into effect to-marrow. 
unlike the Professional Criminals act passed 
by the New York Legislature some years 
since, and under the operation of which the 
police of New York City are said to be able 


to repress crime more effectively than ever 


before. For years past, whenever there has 
been a complaint that well-known thieves 
are permitted to run the streets of Chicago, 
the police have answered that they were 
powerless under the law to arrest them or 
drive them out of town. It is true that, un- 
der the old law, an arrest on the charge of 
vagrancy gener*'ly resulted in giying the 
vagrant the freedom of the city, When 
brought before a Police-Justice, the first step 
was to take a change of venue to a Civil 
Justice; this was followed by a trial which 
frequently resulted in acquittal » if con- 
victed, the vagrant took an appeal, gave 
* straw bail, and thereafter was free from ur- 
rest pending the case in the Criminal Conrt. 
It is hoped that the new law, if properly 
construed. by the Courts, will prevent the. 
easy evasion of the charge of vagrancy under 
the old law, 

The vagrant subject to arrest under the 
new law is a Protean character, and the legal 
definition is now broad enough to cover 
pretty much Ml varieties of the dangerous 
and vicious. Any one who is idle or dis. 
sojute; anyone who goes about begging; 
any one indulging in unlawful games ; confi- 
dence-men ; common night-walkers; offend- 
ers against public decency in speech or be- 
havior; persons who do not support them- 
selves or their families; those who take 
lodgings in the open air, or unoc- 
cupied houses or 8, and give no nt 
of themselves; p> ashe who 4 
to be thieves, burglars, or pickpockets, either 
by theit own confession or otherwise, or by 
having been convicted of larceny, burg- 
lary, or other crime punishable by im- 
prisonment, and who are found loafing about 
avy public place or in a crowded thorough- 
fare,—all these are declared to be vagrants. 
The most important classification is that 
mentioned last, and includes the professional 
criminals known to the police, whose names 
figumpin the police-records and whose por- 
traits adorn the Rogues’ Gallery. Whenever 
such persons are seen loafing on the streets, 
or habitating bar-rooms, concert-saloons, and 
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was imported to freeze Mr. Piana 
out. by petty acta of worriment and 
irritation; and that the class this com- 
munity now exulting in Mr. Picxarp’s resig- 
nation is not the class which has the best 
interests of the schools at heart.

THE RUSSIAN AND THE TURK. 

Many Americans have been puzzled to 
know on which side to cast their sympathies 
in the great struggle now in progress in the 
Orient. It has seemed to them much like 
witnesging an acrial conflict between a buz- 
zard and a hawk, or like the struggle which 
the wife of a rather brutal husband is re- 
ported to have witnessed between her hus- 
band and a bear, and with reference to which 
“she didn’t care much which beat.” Both 
parties have the rsputation of being semi- 
barbarous. Narotzon’s famous remark. is 
endlessly repeated: ‘Scratch the skin of a 
Russian and you will find a Tartar.” On the 
other hand, the very name Turk has passed 
into a synonym of sensuality and brutality, 
the result of centuries of sad experience in 
Eastern Europe. Why, then, should we of 
the far Occident take sides in the controversy ? 
The passing gentleman, who hears two fish- 
women dispute at the top of their voices in 
choicest Billingsgate, does not feel called up- 
on to investigate the quarrel and take sides 
with one of the disputants. When pot and 
kettle renew the long-standing difference as 
to which is the blacker of the two, neither 
dining-room nor parior furniture need 
become warm partisans: of the one 
or the other sooty combatant. If two Af- 
rican ‘ Kings” are disposed to fight out their 
savage disputes, we do not worry over» 
the fact; and why need we allow our nerves 
to be disturbed over these semi-barbarian 
Turks and Russians, who hang on the skirts 
of European civilization, and continue to 
have a grand war every twenty-five years? 
Would it not be a mercy to the world if, as 
the famous Kilkenny cats were shut up over 
night in an apartment by themselves, and 
the next morning there was left of them but 
the tip of a tail, these two belligerents could 
be brought upon a tract a hundred miles 
square, and then compelled to fight till there 
should survive only the mustgghe of a Rus- 
sian, with the syllable vieh or ski hovering 
around it, with possibly a rag of a turban 
lying near ? * 
Such ideas and feelings might not be un-

Russia, under the pressure of Christian civil- 
ization in Europe, will be necessitated to do.

CHURCH FINANCES. 
HOW TO MANAGE THEM. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cute, June 29.—From the recently pub- 
lished statement of the immense indebtedness 
of various churches, it will be seen that the 
system of pew-renting as at present arrange 1 
fails to place the finances of our churches on a 
satisfactory basis. Therefore I would suggest 
that the system be somewhat modified. That 
is, to so equalize the expefses of Divine wor- 
ship that all who share in its biessings shall pay 
in full, but no more than in full. That when a 
regular worshiper, either from necessity or 
choice, shall abscnt himself from God’s house, 
he shall not be called uponto pay during such 
absence. This will encourage pew-renting and 
increase the number of renters. Then take 
measures to insure the collection of equal 
amounts from all outsiders who may seek the 
benefite of worship in our churches. 

To this end let the number of persons in the 
family of each renter be known, and then let 
the amount of the rental for each person be 
estimated per Sunday or per service. Then 
when one or more of the family are absent, 
that amount shall be deducted from the yearly 
rental. For Why should a father pay for his 
whole family when they are not all present any 
more than when they visit Barnum’s? Then 
when non-renters comé fn it will be known from 
the before-mentioned estimate what the value 
of each seat is per service, and the same can be 
made known to such outsider, and while, of 
course. as at present, the worship is theoreti-

JOHN WYCLIFFE. 


FIVE HUNDREDTH ANNIVERSARY OF THE ra- 
PAL BULL AGAINST HIM. 


~On Sunday, June 10, the 500th 8 of 
ios tana — =r of John Wycliffe, the 
first English translator of the Bible, was ob- 
served in nearly all thé Anglican churches in 
London, England. and on the following evening 

grand commemoration ting was held in

the Old Catholics, a translator before those to 
whom thattitie was usually given, a writeranda 
collector of tracts before the Tract — had a 
local habitation andaname."’ Wycliffe was 
a man of great intellectual power, of statesmar- 
like wisdom, of great and varied learning, of 
dauntiess courage, of true piety, and, ve 
all, a self-sacrificing, earnest follower of the 
Great Master. They had not come there in any 
party spirit or thatof hero worship, but because 
they believed in trying to adyance the cause of 
r * out that object which 
lessed Savior’s heart. 
Let them go forward in such a spirit, and he 
was sure that God would give them abundant 
blessing. 

At the close of the Bishon’s address, the Rev. 
Dr. Cather made a statement — ol the 
share taken by the society be represented in the 
promotion of the commemoration. He cited an 
opinion he had heard Mr. John Bright express, 
that Wycliffe was the greatest man England 
ever »roduced. Dr. Cather concluded bis 
lengthy statement by telling how the Pope, on 
the llth of Jane, 1377, enraged at Wycliffe’s es- 
cape, on the 19th of February next before, from 
the clutches of the first London Episcopal Con- 
clave before which he was cited, fulminated five 
bulls of condemnation against the Reformer, 
addressed respectively to the King, the Parlia- 
ment, the Primate, the Bishop of London, and 
the University of Oxford. ut Wycliffe, he 
added, outlived the storm seven vears, and died 
peaceably in Christ at Lutterworth. 

; Canon Farrar then moved the following reso- 
ution: 

That this meeting desires most devoutly to re- 
cord, on this, the 500th anniversary of John Wy- 
cliffe’s condemnation by the Pope in five bulls, ad- 
dressed to the King, Parliament, An Pri- 
mate, and the Bishop of London, on the IIth of 
June, 1377, its exalting thanksgiving to Almighty 
God for the heroic, sublime, and unparalleled la- 
bors of this one furemost scholar. patriot, divine, 
statesman, and philanthropist, which he continued 
for thirty years, almort single-ha against all 
odds, till his peacefal death at his rectory in Lot- 
terworth, in 1384, nave resulted, under ihe Divine 


dependence; (2) the restoration of our Primitive 
Faith: (3) the translation of our English Bibie; 
(4) the formation of our liberties; (5) the forma- 
tion of our language; (6) the creation of oar lit- 
erature and science; (7) and the consequent and 
ever-increasing greatness of the Dritish Empire 
and of the English people, and calls upon the na- 
tion to glorify God in His honored servant. 

Canon Farrar said they owed a deep debt of 
gratitude to Wycliffe for three immense services 
which he had rendered to the Christian Church. 
First. for his repudiation of the doctrine of 


’ Transubstantiation at atime when it was gen- 


erally held in ita grossest and crudest form, 
—— the Host was carried about the streets in 

om pous procession and abjectly worshiped, when 
Ka crumb of the sacred waſer fell to the ground, 
or a drop of wine was spilled, as once 
happened when Pope Eugenius was carrying the 
chalice, a cry-of horror was raised throughout 
Christendom as though the worst kind of blood- 
shed had been perpetrated, eure to bring down 
the vengeance of Heaven. Again, the great 
Reformer had earned their gratitude for having 
laid the ax tothe root of sacerdotalism—that 
dogma of a mediating buman priesthood which 
was the basis of Romantyranny. To show to 
what blasphemous lengths the sacerdotal spirit 
might go, he spoke of the Queen of Spain’s con- 
fessor, who asked the courtier how be dared re- 
sist the man who car:ied his God in bis hands, 
and at whose feet his Queen crouched like a 
hound every day. ‘The L of vital Chris- 
tianit y was the responsibility of the individual 
soul to God, and every clergy was doomed to 
more or less speedy extinction which pretended 
to be anything more than the flower of Christian 
living in a Christian land. The last service ren- 
dered by Wycliffe to Christendom was his earn- 
est testimony ust Auricular Confession, on

The notable features of the week were the 
concert of Tuesday night, which gave us Men- 
delssohn’s Scotch Symphony, so called, aud that 
of Thursday night, at which Schumann's Rhen- 
ish Symphony was heard for the first time in 
Chicago: They were mutually interesting in 
one particular, namely, that both were written 
in our own time, the Scotch in 1843, and the 
Renish in 1850, both being thus far removed 
frum the fountain-head of Beethoven, at which 
both Schumann and Mendelssohn sought their 
inspiration. Although they were alike in one 
rom — „they were different in every other. 
Mendelssohn and Schumann were at op- 
posite ‘musical poles. The one wrote from an 
elegant musical culture, the other with little 
knowledge of scoring. The one wrote bis sym- 
phony amid the happiest of circumstances, the 
other when the cloud of his final misfortune 
had already begun to throw its fatal 
shadow about him. The one was dramatic, 
the other romantic; the one sentimental, the 
other scholastic. Mendelssohn was cosmopoli- 
tan, notwithstanding his race, to the degree that 
he easily received impressions from his travels. 
Hie symphony was not written until fourteen 
years after his Scotch journey, and yet it was 
the memories of Holyrood that inspired his 
work. Schumann was essentially German in 
his mode of thought, and his . was in- 
spired by the Rhine and the Cath of Co- 
logne. Mendelesohn’s symphony may also be 
termed cosmopolitan, having been menced 
in Italy, finished in Germany, but evidently de- 
voted to the memory of the compoger’s tour in 
Scotland in 1829, the same journey that gave birth

As compared withthe Schumann symphonies, 
Mendelssohn’s arc rather fantasias for orchestra.

ST. LOUIS AND WAGNER. 
St. Louis has at last a sensation. Some 


his brother, a musician somewhere in Germany, 
tothe effect that Richard Wagner is coming 
over to this couutry next season. Thereupon 
the St. Louis Repubkean stirs about to secure 
an orchestra for him, and in the. course of its 
operations makes the following startling state- 
ments: | 

Dr. Bernays expresses the opinion that he will 
bring at least a portion of an orchestra with him, 
for the reason that at least. two im- 
portant instruments cannot be played by 
any of our American mou@ciane in a way 
that would be satisfactory to Wagner's faatidious 
ear. These are the oboe and bassoon, neither of 
which, strange te say, are often foupd in American 
orchestras. They are both dificult instruments to 
play, and the necessities Of the score are usually 
met in our orchestras by the substitution of some 
similar instraments, the musical cultivation in this 
country not being such asa rule as to make this 
change in instruments apparent. The oboe or 
hautboy is a reed inetrument shaped 
a clarionet, bat flat and about 
longer, for which the viola is 
te do duty with us. The bassoon 
reed instrument of wood, and is the proper bass 
for the oboe and the clarinet; the violoncello is 
substituted for it generally. It is stated that 
these instrume nts have never been used more than 
two or three times in orchestral performances in 
St. Louis, the performances of Mozart's requiem 
not long ago, under the direction of Prof. Poppen, 
and a series of operatic performances a few years 
ago, being the only occasion which can be remem- 
bered. It is almost certain, thereforé, not only 
performers on these instruments, but even the in- 
struments themselves being difficult to find in this 
country, that Wagner win bring with him two ovoe 
players and two bassoon players. For the rest it 
would not seem necessary for to be at the ex- 
ee of bringing a full ore for we have in

The Investment of Fort Schuyler, and 
How the Siege Was Raised.

Sir John Johnson, the Tory leader, and his 
adherents, having been driven out of the 
Mohawk Valley by the Whigs in 1776, fled to 
Montreal, where Sir John was commissioned a 
Colone! in the British service, and raised a com- 
mand of two battalions, recruited for the most 
part from those who had aceompanied him in 
his flight, or subsequently followed his exam- 
ple, which, under the name of the Royal Greens, 
did most bloody service in the very valley they 
once delighted to call their home. 

Rumors soon after got afloat that Sir John, 
with his associates, Braut and the Butlers, was 
contemplating | 

a AN INVASION OF THE VALLEY 

at the head of Indians and Tories, and that they 
had sworn tosweep through the valley like aveng- 
ing demons, exterminating the settlements. 

So strong became the impression that the 
little cluster of communities, which lav, totally 
defenseless, almoét within the grasp of the hos- 
tile savages, had not seen the last .of these 
vengeance-vowing Tories, that Congress direct- 
ed Gen. Schuyler to strengthen the defenses of 
the exposed valley with all possible speed. Ac- 
cordingly, Col. Dayton was sent up to Fort 
Stanwix, with orders to push forward the work 
of rebuilding that antiquated fortress with the 
utmost energy, as in case of an invasion it 
would be a most harassing obstacle to the ene-

my’s progress. 
Notwithstanding the labors of Col. Dayton 
upon the dilapidated works, Col. Peter Gdnse- 
voort, of the State line, when he assumed com- 
mand of the fort in April, 1777, found it not 
only indefensible, but absolutely untenable; 
the only improvement accomplished by Dayton 
being a change in the name to Fort Schuyler. 
But Gansevoort set te work with a brave heart 
to better, if possible, his condition; and, being 
soon after joined by Col. Marinus Willett and 
his regiment, succeeded—ham pered as lit was by 
sickness, bad roads, lack of food, and a wofully 
incompetent engiveer—in so renovating and 
strengthening ruinously-dila 
fortress as to be able to hold it, a few months 
later, defiantly and suceessfully through the 
progress of a long and rigorous siege.

Renewals the Chief Business of the 
Real Estate Loan Market. 


Rates of Interest Low, and Slow 
Payments Reported. 


A Decrease of 20 Per Cent in the Busi- 
ness of the Loan Market. 


Poreclosure Sales Increase 331-3 Per 
Cent Over Last Year. 


The week’s business has been fair in amount, 
chiefly made up of renewals. Renewing loans 
is considered the best method of bridging over 
the difficulties which beset manv capitalists, and 
these favors are readily granted when interest 


Land taxes have not fallen into arrears. It is 
confidently expected that at the expiration of 


another five years real estate will have once 
more blossomed and yielded a fruitful harvest. 


‘Low rates for money still continue, and the 


smallness of tne demend precludes all possibil- 
ity of arise. Payments are poor, and there 
have been many complaints on this head the 


past week. * 

The semi-annual figures are apparently in ex- 
cess of the two preceding years, but they are 
swollen by some 613, 000.000 of railroad mort- 
gages, none of which appeared in 1876. The 
failing off in legitimate loaning business has 
been fully 20 per cent from year to year, and 
payments show an equal ratio of decrease. This 
is the saddest item under consideration, for as 
a large proportion of the borrowing was done 
five years ago, and matures this year, there 
ought to be a large mcrease in the number of 
releases. The falling off in payments explains 
the advancein the number of foreclosure-sales 
as compared with previous years. This advance 
is over 3334 per cent, the month of April show- 
ing the largest number of sales and the 
largest amount. Since they there has 
been a gradual decline. It must 
be recollected that many foreclosares 
do not represent defaults in payments of actual 

oans. but are the outcome of real-estate specu- 
ations, and tne habit acquired in prosperous 
times. of buying land on partial 88 
giving a mortgage or trust-deed for the ‘ 
No doubt more than ong half the foreclosures 
may be traced to this soufce. Real-estate spec- 
ulators have been weeded out in large numbers. 
The majority of them have already gone 
‘where the woodbine twineth,” and as their 
nurnber lessens the forced sales also lessen. 
The probability is that we shall have fewer of 
these damaging figures to give in the comiug six 
months than it has been our misfortune to do 
at the close of the first half year of 1877:

EMIGRATION AND IMMIGRATION.

It is well known that the 
bulk of our increase of 12 from the 
United om has come from Ireland. In- 
deed, it is asserted that there are in this coun- 
try more persons of Irish birth and origin than 
there are in Ireland itself. The emigration 
from Ireland, however, has almost entirely died 
out. Its annual average during the eight years, 
1853-1860, was 71,856; in the ten years, from 
1860 to 1870, it was69,034. Then followed arapid- 
decline, the number falling year by year, from 
65,591 in 1871 to 16,432 in 1876; while the last 
figures were in all probability balanced, or near- 
ly balanced, by the number of those returning 
to their native land. 

The total emigration of 1876 from England, 
Scotland, and Ireland to places out of Europe 
was, according to these statistics, 138,222 per- 
sons; the total immigration was 91,647. The 
loss of population indicated was more apparent 
than real, for the reason, as given, that a con- 
siderable proportion of the emigrants were for- 
eigners who had gone to England as the more 
convenient starting-point for their destination. 
The table which deals alone with persons of 
British origin po the number of emigrents at 
109,489, that of imm ts at 71,404, a net loss 
in population of 88. ‘But it is in the statis- 
tics in their 
RELATIONSHIP TO THIS COUNTRY 
that we are most interested. From these it ap- 
ars, as stated above, that more people of 
ritish origin left our sbores than landed upon 
them, although not many more, the number.of 
outgvers being 54,697, that of incomers 54,554. 
An analysis of the occupations recorded makes 
a comparison between the English emigrants to. 
Australia and those to America decidedly 
against us. For instance, but seventy-three 
agricultural laborers are put down as gone to 
the United States, against 3,191 who sailed for 
the Australian cuvlonies. On the other hand, 
4,585 gentiemen, professional men, merchants, 
etc., and 10,894 persons of no occupation came 
over here, while only 1,106 of. the first class 
and 2,753 of the second went to Australia. 
This seems to indicate that as regards 
North America the records of 1876 are those 
of a movement of passengers rather than of im- 
migrants. It is this vety fact that possesses

power to secure social order.“ and aids that 
the same causes are capable of seriously retard- 
ing the progress and growth of the United 
States. | 

A further fact disclosed by these returns, and 
a fact no doubt particularly gratifying to the 
British politicians, is the almost total cessation 
of emigration from Ireland, not merely to 
Amcrica, but to any place soever. The whole 
number of persons of Irish origin who emigrat- 
ed from the United Kingdom to places out of 
Europe was 25,976, and of this number 16,432, 
or considerabiy more than one-half, came to 
America. How many of these retu ned cannot 
be told, but a record of the money remitted 
gives some interesting data. The total amount 
remitted by settlers in this country and British 
North America to relatives in the United King- 
dom was last year only $1,623,025, about $720,- 
000 less than in 1874, and less than one-half the 
sum of such remittances in 1872. On these

From sources 
as exclusive and as autbentic as those from 
which the Heraid obtains its war telegrams, the 
Times has received a full account of the recep- 
tion of the Governor’s telegram in England, 
and can assure him that it is already in the ex- 
President's hands. At the same time it is proper 
to say that had it not been for a lucky accident 
that telegram would never have reached its des- 
tination. 

At 2 o’clock on Wednesday Dr Prime 
Minister, who during his term of ce always 
occupies the second-story front bed-room in 
Buckingham Palace in order to be handy if the 
Queen wakes upinthe night aud thinks she 
would like anew title, was aroused by a tre- 
mendvous knocking at the frout door. astily 
springing out of bed and opening the window, 
hesawa boy inthe uniform ofthe Atlantic 
Cable Company standing on the front step and 
whistling Ruſe Britannia.” ‘To the Premier's | 
excited demand to know where the fire was, the 
boy coldly replied, *‘ Telegram for your missus, 
whereupon Lord Beaconsfield, angrily exclaim- 
lug Holy Moses!“ closed the window, put on 
his trousers, and, descending to the door, told 
the boy to hand it over.“ 

Now, a cable telegram costs a good deal. 
There was £8 4s 3d due on Gov. Hartralt's 
telegram, and the boy refused to deliver it 
without the money. Hence it became neces- 
sary to wake the Queen. The noble Earl had 
to take this delicate duty u himself, since 
the servants remained invisible, and it was with 
many misgivings that he knocked at her Ma- 
esty’s door, and after informing her that a boy 
was waiting with a telegram for Gen. Grant, 
and that he wanted 48 4s 3d, meekly suggested 
that she should hand him the money through 
the crack of the door. The Queen may not be 
a particularly irritable woman, but it was hard- 
ly to be expected that she would get out of 
bed, strike a light, and hunt up her purse with- 
out betraying some little annoyance. In fact, 
she was extremely angry, and not only peremp- 
torily refused to receive Gen. Grant’s telegram, 
but informed Lord Beaconsfield that if he ever 
woke her up again in the middie of the night to 
ask her to pay or somebody else’s telegrams, 
she would dismiss him without a character. 
„Why, even Gladstone.“ added the irate 
Queen, hasn't himperance enough to come 
and ’ammer at my door, and ask tor £15 or £20 
at this time of niaut. 

After this there was nothing left for the 
Premier to do but to tell the boy that no person 
by the name of Grant lived at that house, and 
to shut the door in his face. At that moment 
the fate of the telegram seemed sealed. The 
boy started to return to the office, where it 
would have been indorsed ** Not found,“ and 
Gov. Hartranft would have been charged with 
its cost. It so happened, however, that Gen. 
Grant bod the Prince of Wales, who had been 
attending a meeting of the Society for the 
Propagation of the Gospel amo the Jews, 
were on their wav to the General’s lodgings, 
and, passing Buckingham Palace, met the boy 
descending the front steps. The Prince stop- 
ped and questioned him, and, on learning that 
the Queen had refused to pavfor a telegram, 
remarked to Gen. Grant that some day moth- 
er would get into difficulties by refusing to pay 
for telegrams,” and generously told the boy to 
give him the telegram and he would call and 
pay for it the next day. Meanwhile, Gen. 
Grant had caught sight of the address, and 
thereupon paid the boy, opened the telegram on 
the spot, and read it. 

Thus Gov. Hartranft’s poe er reached its 
destination, and when he reads this morning’s 
Times he will regain his usual spirits.
